of the South is the garden root 
knot nematode, which is a tiny 
worm living over from year to 
year in our soils and which at- 
tacks the roots of many garden 
crops—especially tomatoes, beans, 
okra, and the root crops. 


It forms knots and swellings on 
the roots and is commonly called 
“big root” by many gardeners. 
Fortunately, this pest is only ac- 
tive in warm soil. 

Therefore, our spring gardens 
are little affected by it. However, 
the summer and fall garden crops 
may be badly damaged. Chemical 
soil sterilization appears to be the 
best control at the present time.

Feeding of Pollen Supplement 

One of the developments in re- 
cent years is the feeding of pollen 
supplement or substitute. It has 
been found that soybean flour and 
brewer’s yeast made into a thick 
batter with sugar sirup will take 
the place of pollen. Five or six 
parts of expeller processed soy- 
bean flour are mixed with one 
part of brewer’s yeast. A 2:1 
sugar sirup is stirred into the flour 
mixture until a thick batter is pro- 
duced. A small pat of this is 
placed over the brood nest in early 
spring. The pollen substitute must 
be renewed every week or ten 
days and only enough given at 
one time for the bees to clean up 
during feedings. Some beekeepers 
feed the mixture of soybean flour 
and brewer's yeast in the open 
The trouble here is that during 
bad weather the bees are unable 
to collect the substitute. If placed 
inside the hive the bees will use 
it. Of course the feeding of 2:1 
sugar sirup can be used as a sub- 
stitute for honey. By using this 
stimulative feeding we can build 
strong colonies. 


Recent Developments 

The new methods used in bee- 
keeping do not yield results as 
conspicuous, as some of the new 
insecticides. Beekeepers willing to 
study their own situations and 
adopt new developments may re- 
ceive manifold returns. Some of 
these developments have been re- 
ferred to in telling about hybrid 
queens, multiple brood-chamber 
hive, and stimulative feeding. 
Others are in the use of sulfa- 
thiazole for the control of Ameri- 
can foulbrood and terramycin for 
European foulbrood. More recently
